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Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in the 
amendment regarding page 56, the line reference should be to "9" and not "19". 
Further, there are numerous missing letters, i.e. page 5, line 26, "prop rties" should be 
"properties"; and numerous grammar errors, i.e. page 11, line 11, it appears that "form" 
should be "from". The entire specification should be checked for errors, as these are 
merely examples. Only addressing the above two cited examples may result in an 
issuance of an intentional non-responsive. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gaucher. 

Gaucher shows a resin body having an inner layer 1 ; outer layer 2; air hole at the 
top of the outer layer seen in Figure 1 ; pump 15; cylinder 13; neck 16, 17; cap 3; seal 
seen in Figure 1 contacting both the inner and outer surfaces of the cylinder; lid on 3; 
and cylinder groove 18. Gaucher lacks the lamination of layers. As this is a product-by- 
process limitation and the lamination does not affect the operability of the device, 
Gaucher anticipates claims 1-3. However, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to laminate the layers as it is a well known way to form a 
multilayered container that reduces the number of manufacturing steps. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
A. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yu, Bodin et al., Meshberg arid Gueret show other pumps with 
multilayered containers.
